There is a growing recognition in 
the industrial world of the determin¬ 
ing effect that the life outside of the 
shop has on the life within. Many 
men of intelligence and understand¬ 
ing declare that our hopes of a better 
industrial life cannot be realized if 
that life outside is unhappy, hopeless 
and meager. One of our greatest safety 
experts says that safety is impossible 
if a man is poorly housed and fed. 

An experimenting and successful 
manufacturer employing hundreds of 
girlg declares that unhappy homes 
make unstable payrolls. Another tells 
us that without healthy amusement 
workers can never be depended upon 
for efficiency. Competition itself is 
forcing employers to consider the out¬ 
side life of their employes. The first 
and most important tiling they must 
consider is the house the man lives in. 

A good workingman wants a home, 
wants it more, on the whole, than 
any other thing. Wherever you find 
stable industries in this country you 
find the wage-earner buying a bit of 
land and building a house. It is he 
who pushes the cities out in long 
lines of tiny cottages. It is he who 
opens “additions” and suburbs. It is 
he who supports the extensions of 
car lines, water, gas and electric 
mains. Take the street car in various 
directions from a growing place like 
Kansas City and note the miles and 
miles of gay bungalows and trim 
houses. It is the man on wages who 
made the building of them necessary. 

In Grand Rapids, Michigan, an in¬ 
dustrial town of some 112,000 in¬ 
habitants, there were, twelve months 
ago when these figures were obtained, 
24,407 residences. The greatest num¬ 
ber of these were workingmen’s 
houses, street upon street of them. 
Building and loan associations and 
the banks which make a specialty of 
loaning money on workingmen’s 
homes say that 90 per cent of the 
married laborers in the town, skilled 
and unskilled, own houses. The aver¬ 
age cost of these is about $2000. They 
are, as a rule, paid for in ten years. 
As the average wage is only a little 
over two dollars a day it demands 
thrift to own these homes. It means 
plain food and clothing, inexpensive 
amusements. But happily in Grand 
Rapids it does not mean the sacrifice 
of education, books, or pleasant out- 
or-door life, as these are all provided 
by the city. . 

Nine years ago a superintendent in 
the Fairbanks Manufacturing Com¬ 
pany of Beloit, Wisconsin, found on 
his hands a piece of condemned land 
in a new quarter of the town, but 
convenient to the factory. He de¬ 
cided to try building houses there for 
the married men in the plant. In I 
seven years he built one hundred and j 
thirty, all of which were quickly j 
taken and on no one of which has he | 
ever lost a cent. The terms were 
easy. The first payment was fre- j 
quently as low as $25. I went through 1 
an attractive, well-built house with a 
good furnace, gas, water, electricity, 
and land enough for a garden, which

ALTITUDES IN UTAH. 

A number of mountain peaks in 
Utah rise well above the 13,000-foot 
level, according to a recent publica- : 
tion of the United States geological 
survey—bulletin 566—which shows 
the exact elevation above mean sea 
level of more than 900 points in 
Utah as determined by spirit leveling 
done by the survey from 1897 to J914, 
inclusive. The bulletin also contains 
a list of more than 100 secondary 

elevations from records and topo¬ 
graphic maps of the United States 
geological survey including altitudes 
of well-known summits. 

The highest point thus far deter¬ 
mined is the summit of Kings Peak, 
in Wasat.h counly, 13,498 feet above 
mean sea level. Other high points in 
the state are: Emmons Mountain, 
13,428 feet; Gilbert Peak, 13,422 feet, 
and Lovenia Mountain, 13,250 feet. 

Though a large number of eleva¬ 
tions are shown on the topographic, 
maps of areas in Utah published by 
the survey, they are stated on the 
maps only to the nearest foot, 
whereas the bulletin gives the eleva¬ 
tion to thousandths of a foot. The 
numbers stamped on geological sur¬ 
vey bench marks represent the ele¬ 
vation to the nearest foot as deter¬ 
mined by the surveyor. This, how¬ 
ever, should not be used in accurate 
work. Engineers und others who 
require the exact elevations should 
apply to the director of the geological 
survey at Washington, D. C., for the 
adjusted values. 

A copy of bulletin 566 may be ob¬ 
tained free on application to the 
director of the geological survey.

PRODUCTION OF MICA IN 1914. 

Considerable Decline in Production 
and Importation. 

The value of the mica produced in 
the United States in 1914 was $328,- 
746, a decrease of $107,314 from 1913, 
according to a statement of Douglas 
B. Sterrett of the United States geo¬ 
logical survey. The production came 
from thirteeen states. The output of 
sheet mica amounted to 556,933 
pounds, valued at $277,330, as com¬ 
pared with 1,700,677 pounds, valued 
at $353,517 in 1913, and the produc¬ 
tion of scrap mica in 1914 amounted 
to 3730 short tons, valued at $51,416, 
as compared with 5322 short tons, 
valued at $82,543, in 1913. The out¬ 
put of sheet mica in 1914 falls con¬ 
siderably below the average for the 
preceding four years, but the pro¬ 
duction of scrap mica compares more 
favorably with the average produc¬ 
tion during these years. There was 
also a decline in imports of unmanu¬ 
factured and trimmed sheet mica in 
the United States, the value for 1914 
being $625,396, as compared with 
$943,018 in 1913. 

Mica mining in the United States 
started early in the nineteenth cen¬ 
tury in New Hampshire, which state 
supplied all the domestic production 
until about 1868, when mining was 
started in North Carolina and subse¬ 
quently in other states. 

In the early days of the mica in¬ 
dustry the bulk of the mica used con¬ 
sisted of large, clear sheets for glaz¬ 
ing purposes. After 1890, with the 
great growth in the manufacture of 
electrical apparatus and machinery, 
an increasirig quantity of mica was 
used and during the same period 
smaller patterns were applied in the 
glazing trade. About the same time 
ground mica for wall-paper decora¬ 
tion came into large demand, result¬ 
ing in the consumption of much of 
what had formerly been waste mica. 
At present the greater part of the 
sheet mica is used in the electrical 
industry, and the majority of the 
scrap mica is ground for use in the 
decorative trade. In the manufacture 
of electrical apparatus and machinery 
mica is used in sheets of various 
sizes and shape down to washers and 
disks for places in which a non- 
inflammable insulating material is 
necessary. Finely ground mica is 
applied to wall-paper to furnish 
luster and brightness. For this pur¬ 
pose wet ground mica is the most 
satisfactory because, it is claimed, the 
scales are cleaner and flatter than 
in the dry ground product. Only 
clear mica with perfect cleavage is 
used in the glazing trade for stove 
doors, gas lamp chimneys, lamp 
shades, etc. Other uses for ground 
mica are in the manufacture of tar 
roofing papers and concrete facing 
materials to give the appearance of a 
natural rock finish. 

Mica has physical properties which 
render it of value or indispensable in 
several Industries, such as the manu¬ 
facture of electrical machinery and 
apparatus, the glazing trade and the 
decorative trade. These physical 
properties are cleavage, flexibility, 
elasticity, nonconductivity of heat 
and electricity, transparency, and 
brilliancy of cleavage faces.

ANTHONY COMSTOCK 
STILL FIGHTING ON 

New York, June 26.—Anthony Com¬ 
stock stood in his dingy office at 140 
Nassau street to-day and shook his 
head until his side whiskers quivered. 
There was a quiver to his voice, too, 
as he declared: 

“I have received no word that I am 
to be removed as postoffice inspector. 
But, anyway, here I am, and here I 
stay. I shall spend the rest of my 
life here fighting vice.” 

On his desk lay copies of the latest, 
newest, cheapest magazines and lots 
of parcels cloaked in brown wrapping 
paper. He went on: 

“It is true that my term of office 
expires at the end of the month. I 
was first appointed in 1872, after we 
succeeded in getting federal and state 
laws to deal with the traffic in ob¬ 
scene literature and pictures. I never 
got a cent for my services until Post¬ 
master-General Cortelyou, in 1909, 
put me under civil service and forced 
a salary on me.” 

Comstock gets $1500 a year from 
the government. As he is a civil 
service employe, he could probably 
demand formal charges and hearing 
before dismissal, if he cared to. 

Shorn of His Power. 

Comstock has been stripped of 
most of his power in the New York 
Society for the Prevention of Vice, 
the financial management has been 
shifted to the shoulders of another, 
and the actual work of the society 
placed in the hands of John S. Sum¬ 
ner, a lawyer, who ranks as assistant 
secretary. 

For a time Comstock will continue 
to hold his position in the society and 
$5000-a-year salary of secretary, but 
eventually it is planned to retire 
him on a pension. 

Under the new dispensation the so¬ 
ciety returns to its starting place, 
working with the Y. M. C. A. inter¬ 
ests in suppression of vice. The so¬ 
ciety was financed at the start by the 
Y. M. C. A. and its leaders. Gradu¬ 
ally they dropped out of the move¬ 
ment. Now they have begun to come 
back. 

“I have never made any money by 
my work,” the vice hunter said to¬ 
day, mournfully. “Since our society 
was founded, in 1872, we have caused 
3880 arrests and have seized 173 
tons of obscene books and pictures. 
I served the government thirty-six 
years without pay, and I have turned 
into the treasurer of our society $21,- 
000 received from witnesses’ fees and 
from my lecturing and writing. 

“I have received many offers of 
(bribes, but have never profited by any 
of them. After forty-two years of 
public service I still have a mortgage 
! of over $3000 on my home.” He lives 
| in Summit, N. J. 

The terror of pushcart postcard 
venders adverted again to the past.

; against obscene literature in 1873. At 
the same time New York state passed

| son, ex-warden of the Tombs and one 
; of the big owners of the lottery, 
, offered me $250,000 without condi¬ 
tions if I quit the country for five 
years. We found out afterward that 
the lottery was making $6000 a day 
profit. 

“In 1876 the Ingersoll crowd came 
after me with a petition 2100 feet 
long, bearing 6000 names, asking for 
my removal. We joined battle in the 
halls of congress, and I defeated the 
forces of evil. But now I am beset 
by a skulking ambuscade. At the 
| proper time I shall reveal the whole 
plot against me, which centers in the 
activities of two young men in the 
United States attorney’s office in New 
York.”

ORANGE DAINTIES. 

A T this season, when the market 
is flooded with oranges, it is a 
good time to make use of them 
in various dishes, cooked and uncooked 
The following recipes will suggest new 
ways of serving this healthful fruit: 
Baked Orange Pudding. 

Itoll six ounces of stale sponge cake 
into fine crumbs and pour over them 
one pint of boiling milk. Grate the 
rind of two oranges and squeeze the 
juice of six over a half pound of sugar. 
Beat six eggs and stir them into the 
mixture. Sweeten it to taste and pour 
into a deep pie dish lined with puff 
paste. Bake for half an hour, sift with 
powdered sugar and serve. 

Orange Jelly. 

Make a plain orange jelly with gela¬ 
tin. When strained and ready to turn 
into the chilled mould have ready three 
perfect navel oranges and three tun- 
gerine oranges. Remove the peel and 
as much of the white skin as possible 
nnd pull the segments apart Then 
pour into the mould a layer of the jelly 
and put a layer of the oranges over the 
jelly as it begins to set four on an¬ 
other layer of jelly, another layer of 
fruit and finish with the Jelly. When 
ready to serve turn on a plate and 
heap on the top marshmallow whip 
garnished with cherries. 

Orange Pie. 

Cream together three-quarters of a 
cupful of sugar and a scant tablespoon- 
ful of butter. Beat together the yolks of 
three eggs with the white of one and 
add to the butter and sugar. Mix to¬ 
gether the Juice of one orange, half a 
lemon, a little of the grated peel and a 
dash of nutmeg. Have ready a pie 
plate lined with good puff paste and 
turn in the mixture and bake. When 
done beat the whites of the eggs stiff 
with two tablespoonfuls of powdered 
sugar, spread lightly over the pie and 
brown a minute or two in the oven. 
Orange Ice. 

To one quart of water udd one table¬ 
spoonful of dissolved cornstarch nnd 
boil till the starchy taste disappears. 
Then add the juice of three oranges 
nnd one lemon, sweeten to taste, drop 
in the peel and let stand until cold. 
Then strain into the freezer.

UNIVERSITY STARTS TO BUILD 
$615,000 TEACHING HOSPITAL 


It is not only a new hospital but 
a new kind of hospital the university 
of California has this week begun to 
build in San Francisco, from gifts of 
$615,000 by various donors. 

Most hospitals merely do repair 
work for dilapidated people. This 
new university hospital is not to earn 
one cent for anybody, but is to be 
dedicated to discovering how to keep 
people from getting out of repair, and 
how to sew the stitch in time that 
saves nine. The difference between 
this and most other hospitals, the 
university points out, is the difference 
between the farmer who merely 
smears tar where rodents have nib¬ 
bled the bark and the farmer who does 
not stop with that, but discovers the 
best ways to poison or suffocate the 
rabbits or gophers that did the dam¬ 
age. 

Prevention or improved treatment 
of all the great classes of malady will 
be provided for in this new teaching 
hospital. Of the 215 beds, one-fourth 
will be for surgery, where progress 
nowadays is marvelous; one-fourth 
for medical cases; one-fourth for dis¬ 
eases of women and for confinement 
cases, and one-fourth for little chil- 
j dren, for development of the modern 
methods by which children who a 
generation ago would have died or 
have become cripples or lifelong in¬ 
valids are made whole and sound for 
long and useful lives. Thus the 
medical students will receive training 
in all the chief fields of medicine. 

Curiously enough, as illustrated by 
this university hospital, it is the very 
poor and the very rich who get the 
world’s best medical care, for the 
patient in a university teaching hos¬ 
pital receives free the best attention 
of precisely those medical experts 
most sought after by the millionaire. 

Sometimes a patient, on arriving at 
a teaching hospital, declares he won’t 
be used as “teaching material,” that 
is, as an object lesson for students. 

“Very well,” he is told, “you needn’t 
be if you don’t want to.” 

Next morning he notices that a 
group of students spend half the day 
studying the symptoms of the patient 
in the next bed. Then the recalcitrant 
patient has a change of heart. 

“See here!” he complains, “I’m not 
getting what’s coming to me! Why 
don't I get as much attention as that 
fellow?” 

After that he is eager to be used as 
“teaching material,” for he finds noth¬ 
ing on earth could key up the dis¬ 
tinguished professor-practitioner in 
charge of his case to such alertness 
and care as the presence of a group 
of medical students, watching like 
hawks their teacher’s every act or 
conclusion. 

Public appreciation for the uni¬ 
versity hospital is attested by the fact 
that its daily dispensary treatments 
increased 75 per cent in the past year, 
so that now they are at the rate of 
60,000 consultations per annum, while 
the work of the present seventy-bed 
university hospital has increased 18 
per cent in a year, further expansion 
being impossible until the new fire¬ 
proof building is completed. 

While already an excellent training 
school for nurses is maintained by 
the university, it is hoped soon to 
provide additional specific training 
for administrative positions in hos¬ 
pitals, as heads of departments, house¬ 
keepers, superintendents in institu¬ 
tional workers. One great need of 
the university hospital is a “nurses’ 
home,” fireproof, permanent and ade¬ 
quate, for at present the nurses are 
housed in two apartment houses, 
fifteen hundred feet away from the 
hospital—a great disadvantage to the 
nurses and to the hospital. 

A hundred thousand dollars a year 
is being expended by the university 
on its university hospital. As yet 
there is very little endowment, and 
two million dollars is imperatively 
needed for this purpose, but the uni¬ 
versity is encouraged by the recent; 
experience of other important Ameri¬ 
can hospitals.

PACIFIC GAS ANI) ELECTRIC 
CO.’S NEW OFFICE BUILDING 


In August, 1909, the Pacific Gas and 
Electric Company completed a six- 
story building on the south side of 
Sutter street, east of Powell, to pro¬ 
vide quarters for the executive office 
of the company and the officials of 
the San Francisco district. This 
building is well known to all con¬ 
sumers of gas and electricity in San 
Francisco. 

Since this structure was completed 
the growth in the business has been 
so rapid that the building became 
overcrowded and the gas company 
employes now occupy quarters in a 
number of locations. The Sutter 
street building is full, the office build¬ 
ing of the old Metropolitan Gas Com¬ 
pany (recently taken over) is crowd¬ 
ed, and the engineering departments 
occupy three entire floors of the 
Grant building, corner Seventh and 
Market streets. 

Because of this condition and its 
disadvantages, the Pacific Gas and 
Electric Company is constructing a 
new nine-story class “A” structure. 
This building will occupy a ground 
area of 45x137:6 feet on the south 
side of Sutter street, adjacent to the 
present building. Its architecture 
will in a general way conform to that 
of the present structure, but no par¬ 
ticular effort will be made to give 
the two the appearance of being a 
single unit. It will be faced with 
mellow toned brick, slightly rough¬ 
ened to give texture, and trimmed 
with mat-glazed terra cotta to match. 
It is designed in the early Italian, 
and an unusual and particular fea¬ 
ture will be its high Florentine cor¬ 
nice in polychrome. 

As already mentioned, it will be 
fireproof throughout with steel 
frames, brick curtain walls, concrete 
floors and fireproofing. It will be 
elaborately laid out and equipped witli 
all modern conveniences. 

Tiie first floor will be devoted to 
banking purposes and will be occu¬ 
pied by the treasurer’s department. 
It will be handsomely finished in 
marble and ornamental bronze. Con¬ 
siderable space on this floor will be 
given over for the convenience of the 
public. 

On the sixth floor a large assembly 
room is being provided as a meeting 
place for employes and officers of the 
company. 

With the growth of the company 
such assembly room has become quite 
necessary, as ordinary quarters are 
inadequate to provide for the number 
of men often gathered together by a 
company of this size. The recently 
held “Pacific Service” Day at the ex¬ 
position, ' 'mre over 5000 employes 
gatiiered together, gives some idea of 
what may at times be expected. On 
this floor will also be located the 
library of the legal department and 
the James Hugh Wise engineering 
library. 

The second and third floors are to 
be turned over to the auditing de¬ 
partment. 

The fourth floor to the stationery 
and publicity departments. 

The fifth to the legal department. 

The seventh and eighth floors will 
house the engineering departments, 
which will be brought in from the 
Grant building, and the ninth floor 
will be turned over entirely to the 
drafting department. This floor 
naturally gives exceptional advan¬ 
tages in the way of lighting. 

The structure will be steam heated 
throughout with steam brought in 
directly from the company’s main, 
and an elaborate system for vacuum 
cleaning is to be installed. 

Completion is promised some time 
in November this year, and when that 
is done the entire family of “Pacific 
Service’ in San Francisco will be, to 
all intents and purposes, under one 
roof.
